REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is the examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claim 1, among other things teaches, physical interfaces that correspond 
interface modules that are represented by the interface identifiers. The relay control unit 
is defined as the relay control unit being executed by the cpu to perform inter and 
external domain routing via domain definition modules. The destination and addressing 
of communication data is performed according to the relay control unit which 'acquires 
the source domain of the packet by referring to the domain definition module with the 
receiving interface name, and acquiring the destination domain by referring to a routing 
information storage module with the destination address' and controls whether domain 
communication is permitted according translation rules and a field in the inter-domain 
communication definition module. The specific fields for permitting communication in 
conjunction with the specific interface identifiers with associations to source and 
destination domains in a computer networking environment, corresponding directly to 
physical interfaces sets the invention apart from the prior art. 

The prior art does not teach the cited limitation.
